AND CIVIL MOBILIZATION; LTG REVBANIJ-5, SUPREME 
COMMANDERS STAFF; AND SEVERAL ASSOCIATES. THE FOCUS OF 
THE VISIT WOULD BE ON U.S. PLANNING ACTIVITIES IN THE
